dustry in the shape of a bottling 
plant for handling Orange City water 
and the work of establishing and 
equipping the plant is to be started 
in the near future. It will be located 
in the old Pe'llett building on Douglas 
street. 


Williams Laws is behind the new 


enterprise and has formed a com- 
pany to handle and distribute the 
Orange City water on a large scale. 
Bottling and distributing plants are 
also to be established at Miami, West 
Palm Beach, Jacksonville and Tam- 
pa. 


The plans of the 
new company 


call for the water to be shipped to 
these bottling and distributing plants 
in tank railroad cars and unloaded 
from the tanks on the cars into huge 
tanks in the buildings and bottled 
from these tanks. 


Permission was given by the city 


council at the meeting held this week 
for a pipe line to be run under the 
street trom the railroad siding to 
lead to the Pellett building, which is 
owned by Mr. Laws, and the tank 
cars will be unloaded here through 
this pipa line. 
New Smyrna will be 


the headquarters of the new com- 
pany.

Annuity Board at Dall_s, Texas, with 
Dr. William Lunsfort as correspond- 
ing secretary. 


i Heretofore the average annual sal- 
ary of Baptist ministers in the South 
has been less than $500, meaning that 
a large number of preachers received 
considerably less than that sum. mak- 
ing it necessary that they engage in 
other occupations during the week ;n 
order to support themselves and their 
families, and rendering it practically 
Impossible for them to lay aside any 
money as a support for their old age.

With his eye as keen as the day he 


sailed a steamer through Mosquito in- 
let in 1858. a step as pliant as that of 
a man just reaching his maturity, and 
with a beard typical of old-time ssa 
navigators, Captain J. A. Pease, of 
Verona, N. J., is a visitor in Daytona 
for the first time since 1913, says the 
Daytona Daily News.
